In the case of a national cemetery 
the Oovemment bears ihe expense for 
the erection of the stone, but where a 
soldlofs Is buried In a city or private 
cemetery the Oovemment will furnish 
the stone and will send It prepaid to 
the freight yard of the city. 

The family must meet the ex|iense 
of hauling tlie stone to the cemetery 
and uf iho erection. In such ease llu 
family must make ai)ldieaHon to tho 
CJuartorniastcr Ceiieial <u' the army in 
order to obtain llio headstone.

ARM TARIFF PASSES 
HOUONAMENDED 

BUI Vetoed By Fanner PrcHldont WIN 
son Passes House As It Comes 
From Srimte. 

Washington. April 16.— I'namendnd, 
the emergency tariff bill comljinini; 
tho farmers' larllt measure, ,vetoed by 
President Woodrow Wilson, with the 
antl-duinping bill, was passed In the 
House late Friday by a vote of 269 to 
112.. 

Despite strenuous efforts by the 
Democrats to divide iho large Repub- 
llcon majority by a cry of sectional- 
ism, the first House legislative act of 

the special si's^ieii was aeeomplished 
by an almo:it unit(.ii lleimliliran vote 

There was little re;.l interest niani- 
feiteil in the two day's d<.'ljaie, Willi 
the exception cif the ev "lianue valua- 
tion section tile hill had lic^n thor- 
ini^lily di.scusscd in llie lii-t session 
and the speeches for the most part 
were directed against the section 
which alms to correct the difference of 
exchange rates or were partisan In 
character. 

Most of the day was devoted to 
political efforts on the part of the 
llemocrals to niakn their position 
clear for the N'ovemher ideetion next 
year and to break tho llepnblican 
party into factions.

go to the aid of France ii she ia aRain attacked withont provocation 

by Gi'miiiiiy, llic IMiilinlcliihiu VnhVw \.<;fi>rv siiys: 

"In the event of iinotlier '(jenimii iiiviisioii of Fvaiiee, there is 
little doubt that both the United States iinil Knt{li.i>,l would l>e 
.irawii into th,. stnifjKle. There would not be the delay tor this 
country that there was between mU and litlT. If there w to be 
Altoflricanreaponsihilityat that time, wliy should we not make it .•h-fu- 
i;n\v, that if th<' fJeiman ever hurls his masses ae.ross the Rhine. \y- 
stand ready to help throw them back once more?" 

On ite face, the plea of the Ledger is n v. r.v |iliui^il)le oiu' l>iii 
there are one or two view-points which are not mentioned by tins 
advocate of ontanfflinsr alliancea but which will appeal atronirly to 

the American mind when tliey ai km^ t'liirly eonsidered. 

In the first place it is nearly always a (lueslion i.dniitting of 
doubt whether an attack is without provocation. If (lermany shoul.l 
inviMle Fiane,. she wonld ass.Tt that France had committed some aets 
or threatened to eommit aets wliieh justified her in mnkiuR the at 
lack. On the other hand no matter how guilty France ini?ht l>e (d' 
l^rovoeatiw ,icts she would elaini that she was being attacked witl 
out provocation. If the I niteil States bound herself to go to the a.s- 
siaVanee of Prance in easo of an at lack without justifiention this coun- 
try would subject itself to the probability of being accused of break- 
int; faitii with Franc if it shonld be deemed that FVance had been 
the aggressor. 

The only wise course for the United States to pursue is that 
clearly and dirccOy set forth by President Harding in his inaugural 
address wherein he said. "We do not ne'an to he entaiiL'led. Wc will 
accept no responsibility except as our own eon.science and ju<lfrment 
in eaeh instance may determine." There ia no need for a treaty in 
ordei- to assniv the Fiviudi people of the L'ood will and lasting friend- 
hhip of the Uniteil States. Jn ease of war between Frnne,. and Oer- 
many or between Prance and any other country, i.robably tlie sympa- 
thies of the great majority of Americans wonld be with France. 

As President liaidins also said. "Our eyes never will he blinded 
to a developing menace; our ears never deaf to the call of l ivilization, 
but America— our America, the America builded on the foundations 
laid by the inspired fathers— can be a party to no permanent military 
alliance." 

As everybody knows, the Public Ledger was a vigorous and con- 
sistent advocate of ratification of the treaty with the League of Na- 
tions covrnant incorporati'd in its provisions.. F.ven since it became 
apparent that the treaty could not be ratified in the form in whieli 
It was presented by President "Wilson the Philadelphia Tulilie Led>rrr 
iias continued its apitation in favoi- of participation of the United 
States in European affairs. Its latest utiorance above quoted has that 
purpose in view. It is strange indeed that a paper so ably edited is 
unable to understand the sentiment of the American people as re- 
norded last Novondier by a plurality that exceeded 7,000.000 votes. 

A LAND OF VAST RICHES. 

Kentucky long has been known, within its own borders and 
throughout the ouUide world, as a state of great productive powers. 
The fertility of its soil and the extent of its natural wealth have made 
of it an KIDoradiK Since early days in the state's liistory its sons 
have harvested from the surface of the earth a bountiful suj)ply of 
golden grain. The white burley of Central Kentucky an d the dark 
weed of the Btaik i'atch have made the name of the Commonwealth 
known in all parts of the world- Its bluegrass is distinctive. More 
recently, however, the development of the wealth which lies under 
the surfaep has been undertaken with greater force. Coal and oil 
join nit hihe other products which make Kentucky famous and pros- 
perous. 

The development of the natural nsources of Kentucky, how- 
ever, has not yet reached anythins; like its j)ossible proportions. \n 
indication of what .vet may be done toward brinu'ing into play the 
full power of the state's wealth is gi\en in an address delivered 
Thursday night, before members of the Maxwell Street Community 
Club by s. ('. Crcmsi [ivofessor of metallurgy of the College of En- 
gineering, Lniversity of Kentucky. 

Professor Cronse declares that in the oil shale beds of Kentucky 
lay "The frreatest potentiality Kentucky has ami will probably iu | 
the futiu'c be worth more to the stall' than any otln-r nsources. coal 
mines not excepted." 

This is great optimism. Yet jhose who know Professor Crousi- 
know he is not of the type given to exaggeration. He has made 
definite in\ cstii-Ml inn mid cxarninatiipn of the value of Kentucky 
fchale, the methods of mining it and the demand for its products. 

Tn Kentucky the shale beds, fortunately, are close to tlie surface 
of the (fiound. niakiii'.' miMinjr b^ss (lifficult than in other places. The

Dr. WInnes' first trial jitarli'd Feb- 
ru.nry 32 last and the Jury, which 
stood eleven to one for acquittal was 
dismissed on February 4. 'Slnoe that 
time: he has been free on $S,000 bond 
furnished by his attorneys and 
friends In Harlan. 

The right to convict Dr. WInnes, hii'< 
been led by Mrs. Ethel Zande, one of 
the executive hoads of the Pine Monn- 
laiii .School. TInxpimli wonicii's clubK 
and a fi-w iK'w.spapcrH. funds were 
ral.sed to pay dolectlves and to hire .\ 
K"loyd Byrd. of Lcxinstoii. as spctiiil 
proseculor. Dr. Wlnnfs 'frlcnils In 
.lenklns, Ky.; Cincinnati and throuKh- 
uut the state have been active In his 
behalf raising funds to pay for atinr 
neys and to defend him. 

Dr. WInnes became involved in the 
case through a peculiar string of clr- 
ctimslances. The entire evidence ai 
the iirvvlous hearing was circumstan- 
tial lie hail bct'n sent lo the school 
frnin the oinco of the slate veterinar- 
ian In Frankfort to niiike luherculo.-iiK 
tests on the rattle at the iiistitulloii 
He arriyed iit nillon. Ky . on the same 
inilii tliiit Misn I'ar.-iOiis look from lier 
home 111 Ilerea. Ky . where she hud 
been to visit her latiier, Walter I'ar- 
sons. 

When Dr. WinneS arrived at Dillon, 
it was testified at the first trial, the 
man who was to have met htm and' 
escorted him across the mountain, was 

unable to ko because of Illness In his 
family. Kvidenoe was Intrortiired Ic 
show tlint llie school cilli<'iiils liml \' ril- 
len tile slate veteiiii.' riiiii ihiit iiKin 
would meet the veterinariiiii seiil ami 
escort him nnoss the nioiiiualii 

The accnsod man weni inui Hiimii 
Lewis' store at Dillon and then (o the 
house of the merchant to jict a drink 
of water. It was testified that while 
In the store he asked how many cat- 
tele were at the school and \nsB Par- 
sons, who was present, answered 
Learning that she was a teacher at the 
school and that she did not have a 
nuile— the usual mode of lraiis|inrla- 
tion In the mountains— Dr. WInnes of- 
fered to hire one for her. She declin- 
ed. sayluK that "others havi- w;ilkeil 
across and I can too,' 

Miss Parsons left Dillon in ailvaiicc 
of Dr. WInnes. She walked up the rail- 
road|,track to the Pine Mountain trail 
turned into it and last was seen allvr 
as she passed a state eonvict eamf 
where negroes working on the Plm 
.Mountain road were housed. Her body 
was found two days later several hun- 
dred yards almve the convict camp. 

The question of the difference In 
time b"'"''^"" t^'-' departure of Misf 
Parsons and Dr. WInnes from Dillon 
flgured extensively in the case. It wn»^ 
olatmed by the state that Dr. WInnec 
left only a few minutes behind the 
woman. The defense claimed that the 
dllferenee wu at least three quartert^ 
of an hour and probably longer. Tes- 
timony of a number, of witnesses wa? 
Klven 10 show this differcnee claimed 
by the defense, while others testified 
for the stale that they saw both Mis?
